(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



1. Claim 93 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Feng et al.1991 
Feng et al discloses of a isolated PSM antigen with a molecular weight of 1 10 kda and an 

antibody which react with said antigen. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 97, and 102-104 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey 
to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as original filed provides no support for antibody binding to peptide 
having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID No. 38. Original claims 35 and 36, and pages 17, 55- 
55 as set forth by applicants do not provide support for antibody binding to peptide having the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID No. 38.
